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Continuation of 1 1 . The request for reconsideration does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is not found to 
be persuasive. Both the Thomas provisional and the claimed invention teach susbtitution of other content for frozen content during a pause, 
the difference being the timing of the substitution. Use of a timer to delay presentation of video content was old and known at the time of the 
invention and is disclosed in Copper. The amended claims will be entered in order to place the application in better condition for appeal, as 
no new claims have been added and no claims have been modified, the only changes being presentation of claim language in a clean 
format without showing additions or deletions. 
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
